Extract krom thk Introduction. —The present Dictionary of Egyptian Hiero¬ 
glyphs contains nearly twenty-three thousand forms of Egyptian words collected 
from texts of all periods between the time of the Illrd Dynasty and the Roman 
Period. Strictly speaking, the words belonging to each of the great periods of 
Egyptian literature should have been printed in separate sections, but the time for 
making such a series of Egyptian Dictionaries has not yet arrived. 

I have included in the Dictionary of Egyptian words the names of all the gods 
and goddesses, and other mythological beings that I have been able to collect, and 
thus the total number of entries in this section of the book amounts to 23,889. 

As the “ Konigsbuch ” of Lepsius, and the “ Livre des Rois ” of Brugsch and 
Bouriant are out of print and scarce, and the edition of my own “ Book of Kings ” 
is rapidly becoming exhausted, I have printed a full list of the names of Egyptian 
kings as Part II of this work. My List contains 439 entries, which give the names 
of all the known kings, from Mend, the first king of all Egypt, to the Roman 
Emperor Decius. It includes all their principal Ka and Nebti names, and their 
names and titles as the Horns of Gold, the King of the South and North, and the 
Son of Rii. It illustrates at a glance the development of the use of these names and 
titles, which in many cases resemble the “ strong names ” that were adopted by the 
kings of Dahomey.

Soon after the middle of the sixteenth century, the Art of Bronze Casting and the taste for small 
bronzes received a fresh impulse in Italy, both in Florence and in Venice. In the foreground there 
stands a northern artist, Uianbologna, who, however, first reached his full development in Florence. 
His activity as a producer of works of Art on a small scale has been as yet insufficiently studied ; 
while the artists working with him, and under his influence, are still for the most part practically 
unknown. 

The bringing of their work together for comparison is, therefore, as needful for the scientific

as a third volume of that monumental work, the Italian Umnzr Statuette* of the Rt'nai**ancc. 

The aim of the Author has been to give as complete a view as possible of the Statuettes and other 
works of Art in bronze of the Italian Benuissanee, and to facilitate the universal enjoyment and 
study of these little known but valuable objects scattered far and wide throughout museums and 
private houses. Then, as previous works on our subject arc hardly to be found (with the exception 
of short treatises by Wilhelm Bode upon individual artists), there was a considerable difficulty as to 
the identification of the artists, on account of the scarcity of records of old traditions. It seemed, 
therefore, advisable to classify the rich materials according to their place of preservation or repre¬ 
sentation. Even then the work of arranging according to Schools and Masters, which must eventually 
be clone, would be left to the discretion or the caprice of individuals. The author has therefore 
determined to attempt the difficult task of classification according to Artists. If in this process many 
objects had to remain unappropriated and numerous attributions could be stated only as hypothetical, 
yet an approximately correct grouping and characterisation might be effected of the work of many 
artists, especially of the greatest, as Donatello, liortoldo, Boliaiuolo, liellano, ltiecio, Francesco da 
Sant’ Agata, and others, according to the extant specimens which are now for the most part well 
known to us. The survey of all the specimens that had to be considered was feasible only through 
the co-operation of the directors of public collections and of the numerous possessors of Bronzes. 
The plates are almost exclusively from photographs taken specially for this work, and their repro¬ 
duction was often attended with considerable difficulty.

It is preceded by An 
introduction, extending to nearly a hundred pages, by Mr. Alfred W. Pollard, in which after showiiv: 
by literary and typographical evidence the place which the new quarto holds in the sequence of early 
editions, he subjects all the live quartos published before 16*23 to a minute examination and carries 
a stage further some of the arguments advanced in his essay on Shakespeare Folio* and Quartos. 
published in 1909. The new readings introduced in the successive Quartos and the First Folio are 
enumerated and classified, and while it is proved that the printer of the Folio had no authoritative 
source from which to correct mistakes in the text of which he was aware, a suggestion is made to 
account for the presence of a few readings in the Folio which editors are bound to accept. It is 
contended that the marked superiority of the First Quarto over all the later editions extends not 
only to the words of the text, but at least in the set speeches to the punctuation and emphasis- 
capitals, and that by attention to these much light is thrown on how Shakespeare intended certain 
passages to be delivered. 

While some of the conclusions attained affect only the play of Richard II , others apply to all 
the “good quartos”, and it is hoped that they may further contribute to the rehabilitation of these 
and their rescue from the epithets “stolen and surreptitious” injuriously transferred to them by 
most modern editors.

I "HIS publication is intended to render accessible to 
students of Eastern art selections from the mass 
of pictorial treasures brought away by Sir Aurel Stein 
from a walled-up shrine at the “ Caves of the Thousand 
Buddhas,” near Tun-huang on the extreme western border 
of China, where they had lain hidden for close on nine 
hundred years. The romantic circumstances of the dis- 
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covery made in the course of Sir Aurel Stein's second 
Central-Asian expedition have been related in his Ruins 
of Desert Cathay. 

The hundreds of paintings and drawings recovered by 
him, and now divided between the Indian Government and 
the British Museum, are proved by votive inscriptions and 
other evidence to date from the T ang period (7th-ioth 
cent, a.d.), when Chinese art was at its grandest height 
of power. A considerable portion of them belong to the 
central tradition of Chinese Buddhist painting, and as 
scarcely any such paintings of Tang times are known to 
exist, their importance for the study of Chinese art can 
hardly be overestimated. Other paintings present an 
equally great interest by illustrating in a striking manner 
how the subjects, designs, and methods of treatment first 
developed in Graeco-Buddhist art on the North-Western 
confines of India penetrated through Buddhist Central 
Asia and made their influence felt on the arts of the 
Far East. 

The numerous questions of iconographic and historical 
interest raised by the Buddhist paintings of Tun-huang 
have been fully discussed in Serindia, Sir Aurel Stein’s 
final report on the explorations of his second 
expedition, which is now approaching completion in 
print.
